The legislature has before it a bill

THE PROHIBITION PROBLEM 


More trouble has been caused by the 


prohibition amendment and enforcing le- 
gislation than by any other law to which 
the American vpeople haA-e been subject- 
ed since the Civil war. Not only-has the 
problem been one which the police pOAvers 
of the gOA-ernment and of the states wei'e 
•unable to handle, but there are serious in- 
volvements related to foreign nations. The 
supreme court of the United States has 
just interpreted the IBAV to mean that no 
A-essels carrying liquor cargoes, sealed or 
nnsealecL can come within the three-mile 
limit, of our coasts. 
This means that 


foreign liquor-laden ships cannot enter 
our ports, unless they first remove their 
intoxicating bevei'ages outside the three- 
mile limit. The court also holds that the 
nag does not folloAV the ship in the case 
of American-OAvned A-essels and that they 
may stock up with liquor outside the 
three-mile limit for use on the high seas 
and in foreign ports. This may simplify 
the matter so far as competition between 
American and foreign-owned A-essels for 
patronage is concerned, but it presents a 
grave international issue. 


With rum runners engaged in the vast 


and little molested business of dumping 
liquor on our shores all along the coast 
line for land 
consumption, 
and with 


hootch containing the deadliest of poisons 
on sale in -unlimited quantities every- 
where in the country, it Avould seem, that 
the gOA-ernment is straining at a gnat in 
its attempts to control liquor on ship- 
ping, and swalloAving a mountain in its in- 
effective enforcement of prohibition with- 
in the country. 
The farther we go with 


prohibition the deeper we seem to get. 


There is this much to be said in favor 


of prohibition. however, that the depravi- 
ty to which the people, and CA-en the gov- 
ernment 
itself, 
in many instances has 


sunk in the willful attempt to make the 
law a farce, only illustrates the need of 
prohibitive measures of some kind. 
The 


disgraceful condition of affairs is not 
likely, as some people think, to result in 
repeal of the prohibition amendment. It 
is more likely to confirm the Avisdom of 
the amendment in the judgment of self- 
respecting, clean-thinking people, and un- 
less these are in the majority there is not 
much hope for America, either Avith or 
Avithout prohibition. The forcesAvhichhave 
sought to oA-erthroAv the amendment itself 
are in the main the forces of immorality 
and greed. A solution of the problem un- 
doubtedly Avill ultimately be an interpre- 
tation of the amendment a little less ri- 
gid, and yielding somewhat to that im- 
portant though not 
A-ery 
Avell-defined 


right known as personal liberty. 


THE ANTI-TRUST LAW 


We are glad to note that the Wiscon- 


sin anti-trust law has been held A-alid by 
the supreme court. 
A large part of'the 


bill of complaint of those who are dissatis- 
fied Avith the existing order of things is-, 
that the people are oppressed by so-called 
trusts and monopolies. 
It would appear 


that the politicians Avho present this sort 
of argument, mostly to get A-otes. have 
an effective Avcapon at their command in 
the Wisconsin anti-trust law. It would 
also seem that it is up to them to make, 
good with this Avcapon and to protect tho 
people against the burdens they say the 
Avicked trusts impose.

BEYOND THE RANGE 


This is the sixth and last (for a little while), of 


a series of talks about the most common cause »< 
sickness, respiratory infection. 


It is fronerally recognized thf.t children frequently 


catch respltatory .infections. 
Is that because the 


children are naturally more susceptible? 
Some 


such bcKei if. common, e\en pmong doctor-?, yet 
there is little to support it beside the mere fact 
that the- cHldren are tne grtf.test sufferers from 
respiratory infections. I do not think children are 
naturallv more susceptible to measles, diphtheria, 
coryza or and other respiratory infection than adults 
are. 
I think that 
adults 
do acquire a certain 


amount of immunity to some 
of these 
diseases 


through having had them. 
The children are more 


likely to catch such diseases for the simple rea- 
son that they come more intimately in contact 
with persons who happen to be developing such 
diseases, in school, in play, in the arms of those 
who love them. , A child just can't keep beyond 
the range of spray infection: remember that thou- 
sands of people will think it is proper to go about 
when they are developing what they fondly call a 
"cold." 


Suppose you are engaged ag a ticket seller, a 


salesman at the counter, a teacher in school, a 
car conductor, or in office where you talk with or 
are interviewed by many persons every day? You 
may find it possible so to arrange things that you 
can keep beyond the conversational spray range of 
your customers or patrons, that is, not less than 
five feet fi-om face to face. If so you are compar- 
atively safe, unless somebody sneezes or coughs 
upon you, in which case the range increases to 
10 feet. 


Many people in business can arrange things so as 


to keep beyond the conversational range of most of 
the persons they encounter. It is well worth while 
doing so. from the hygienic point of view, particular- 
ly so when any of the respiratory infections happens 
to be epidemic. When the conditions make it possi- 
ble to keep beyond the conversational spray range, 
then the alternative, as a safety first measure, is the 
wearing of a mask of not less than 10 layers of 
surgeon's gauze (cheese cloth with 32 threads to the 
inch), over noae and mouth. 
This you should cer- 


tainly do as a matter of common politeness when 
you yourself happen to have what purports to be 
a "slight cold," or sore throat or any such condi 
tion. 


There is a golden rule in hygiene, though precious 


few people live up to it, because human politeness 
doesn't demand it. Yet there are times when it is 
wrong to snrav your neighbor's face.

To Test Your Engine To Find Spark 


Plug and Valve Trouble 


Last week you were shown how to test the Ignition System while 


the e_n^ine is running. \Ve assume you have tested this, and found 
that it is al! right, so now proceed to test the Plugs and Valves. 


1. Take off all nuts from the tops of the 


Spark Plugs, but leave the wires resting on the 
Plugs. 
If you have quick detachable terminals 


on the Plugs this will not be necessary, so— 


2. If vou have a four or six cylinder engine, 


then lift off all Spark Plug wires BUT 
THE 


ONE ON THE PLUG IN THE CYLINDER 
NEXT TO THE RADIATOR, taking care to 
ground the end of each wire as you take it off by 
laying it in contact with the metal cylinder 
As 


you take off each wire, you will notice 
that the engine slows down, so after you 
take it ott, move the throttle lever up a 
notch to keep the engine running at a 
moderate speed. Now you have the en- 
pine running on No. 1 cylinder only. If 
Ko. 1 cylinder fires regularly, replace the 
•wire on No. 2 Plug. THEN remove the 
vire from No. 2 Plug. If No. 2 cylinder 
fires regularly, replace the wire on No. 3 
Plug THEN remove the wire from No. 
2 Plug. If No. 3 cj'linder fires regularly, 
replace the wire on No. 4 Plug, THEN 
remove the wire from No. 3. If No. 4 
fires all right, then replace the wire on No. 5 Plug and remove the 
•wire from No. J- Plug. If No. 5 fires all right THEN replace the 
•wire on No. 6 and remove the wire from No. S. If the engine STOPS 
•when the wire is left on ONE PARTICULAR PLUG, then replace 
ALL wires and start the engine again and continue until you have 
tested the other cylinders. If you~have an eight or twelve" cylinder 
engine, it will not usually run on one cylinder only, so test each 
cylinder separately by opening the Priming Cocks just a little, until 
you hear the sound of the explosion- Do not open the Cock -.vide 
open, as you are not able to test as well as you can bv opening it 
just a little. If the cylinder is firing you wil'l hear z good "crack" 
and if you look down will see a flame. After opening up a Cock, take 
*. wooden handled screw driver, then short the Plug by connecting 
the top of the Plug and the Cylinder with the metal" part of the 
screw driver. This trill instantly show you the difference in sound 
between a cylinder that is firing and one that i? not

back for years on this account and al- 
most every year there are countless 
numbers of good sized pickerel, black 
bass and the like taken illegally'in 
the- waters near this city.
